3. (Amended) A hybrid protein according to Claim 1 [or Claim 2] wherein each serum 
carrier protein is thyroxine-binding protein, transthyretin, al-acid glycoprotein, transferrin, 
fibrinogen or albumin or a fragment thereof.
